(d) Central Hudson will allow three-phase primary, substation, and
transm ssi on custoners, whose demand exceeds 1,000 kWduring two (2)
consecutive nmonths within the previous twelve (12) nonths, to have
the option of owni ng Conmi ssion-approved nmeters, with Central Hudson
retaining sole control of the neters. Such customers, or their
desi gnees, nmy receive netered data on a real-tinme or other basis,
without incurring a fee, provided that such custoners install and
mai ntain, at their own expense, the necessary ancillary hardware and

software required to provide such data. Such access nmay require
Central Hudson to install a different type of neter/recorder that
will allow nultiple access: with the cost of the neter/recorder and

installation borne by the custoner, and Central Hudson retaining
sole control of the meter and responsibility for the installation,
mai nt enance and conpliance with Comi ssion regul ations.

Central Hudson will issue invoices to Retail Suppliers/Direct Custoners
monthly for extraordinary custoner data requests in excess the information
provided without charge, special neter reading charges, adjustnents to
prior invoices, and other retail tariff services provided at the request
of the Retail Suppliers/Direct Customers.

Central Hudson will provide (at no charge, twice, within twelve nonths) up

to twenty-four consecutive nonths of historical wusage and billing
information per neter to a requestor who provides witten authorization
fromthe custoner with an account nunber. Central Hudson will charge a

fee of fifteen ($15) dollars, payable in advance, to the requestor for
each twelve (12) nonth block (or fraction thereof) of data beyond the nost
recent 24-nonth period; and, fifteen ($15) dollars for each repeat request
after the second for the same data in the npst recent twelve nonths.
